‘ ‘Almost a tragedy,” was what 
the 
neighbors of 
Kngineer

Morgan, on Ea.st Sixth street, were 
saying last evening, after his trou­ 
ble about 6 o ’clock, when his wife 
ran out of the house 
screaming, 
“ Fd, don’t kill m e.” 
Her face was 
covered with blood and she looked 
as though 
she had been struck a 
severe blow. 


Mrs. 
Morgan was taken across 
the street to the residence of H. 
Morseman and 
Dr. 
Henry Evans 
siuiiuioned to attemi her injuries. 
He found that she had a severe 
scalp wound and was suffering trom 
nervous prostration, but was other­ 
wise uninjured. 


The cause of the trouble was the 
a]) plication of Airs. ^Morgan for a 
divorce and the fact that she occu ­ 
pied his house and he was not al­ 
lowed to come near it. 
' 


Mrs. Mary C. Murray, the m o t h ­ 
er of Mrs. Morgan, told the follow­ 
ing story in regard to the trouble 
last night: 
“ Ed. came home about 6 o ’clock 
and went into the front room. 
A n ­ 
nie was there and they had a ([iiar- 
rel. 
The next I knew Ed. ran out 
and grabbed a hammer oli tlie top 
of the cupboard and struck at A n ­ 
nie. ^ The hammer missed her, and 
striking a screen door, rebounded 
and hit him 
on 
the 
head. 
This 
made him angry and he hit Annie 
on the head with the iron end. 
Mrs. ^Morgan’s side of the trouble 
was the same, in substance, as that 
of her mother. 
Mr. Morgan when seen this morn-* 
ing by a D i A i o c r a t reporter, said : 
“ I went home yesterday morning 
and washed. 
Then as the doors 
were all locked 
I kicked the back 
door open, went in the kitchen and

my face.

left and 
came down town.

when I went back to the house, about 
5:30 or 6 o ’clock, I met Mrs. M ur­

When cholera makes its appearance 
in a Chinese village the Mandarin 
usually causes a bamboo to be sus­ 
pended over every road or path ap­ 
proaching the town, alongside of or 
hanging from this pole are gaudily 
painted signs, warning the traveler 
that the place that they 
are ap­ 
proaching is affected. 
There is al­ 
so suspended from these poles a lot 
of canes, hanging down low enough 
to hit the heads of passers by, 
the 
same as a tell-tale used to 
warn 
freight brakemen of the proximity 
of a bridge. 
These bamboo rods 
warn the traveler at night by rat­ 
tling about his ears as he 
passes 
under 
them. 
This 
is 
the 
only 
quarantine 
used 
by 
the 
natives. 
Everyone is free to come and go as 
he 
pleases, after having read the 
warning of the officials, or had his 
ears tickled by the bamboos. 
“ The British troops in India are 
all provided with what is known as 
a cholera belt, which 
is really a 
broad ])iece of ilannel that is worn 
constantly. 
I h i s keeps the wearer 
from getting the stomach or bowels 
chilled, and is really a very good 
thing, the first symptoms of Asiatic 
cholera is almost always a slight 
sensatiun of cold at the pit of the 
stomach.
